other according to the question asked, and finally the querist is referred to one of 
the cryptic verses which is supposed to resolve his problem. Originally compiled in 
Italian by Lorenzo Spirito, whose real name it is suggested was Gualtieri (c. 1430— 
c, 1500), the first edition was printed in Vicenza not later than 1473. Six editions 
are mentioned as, printed in the 15th century in Italian, but only two of these are 
known to exist to-day, both in single copies in the Marciana Library at Venice. 
Italian editions are known to have been printed in 1508, 1532, 1535, 1544, 1551, and 
1553. Probably only one or two copies still exist of some of these editions, and of 
some possibly none at all. 

The work was translated into French soon after its composition, but was not 
printed with a date until 1528. There is an undated edition which may be circa. 1500 
(see Fairfax Murray, Cat. 515). Later French editions are known of 1532, 1559, 
1574, 1576, 1582, 1583, 1585, 1634, and 1687. A Spanish translation was pr inted at 
Valencia in 1528. The author ship is ascribed by Salva 2522 to ‘‘ Sportino.”’ 

One Dutch edition of the 17th century exists in the British Museum, but ap- 
parently no German translation was made. 

Coming now to the English editions, it is impossible to say when the work was 
first translated. Several shadowy references in the Stationers’ Registers may refer 
to this work, and it is certainly more than likely it was issued during the 16th cen- 
tury. There is an edition of 1672 in the British Museum which is almost certainly 
unique. This is in black letter. In 1698 there is an announcement in the Term 
Catalogue to the effect that the Old English Book of Fortune had been out of print 
for some years, and was now reprinting for the first time in Roman type. This re- 
fers to the present edition. The copy here offered is the only perfect copy that has 
occurred for sale within recent years. 

Fortune-tellers are among the rarest of books. Worn to pieces by their devotees 
it is rare to find even fragments, and the existence of the present copy in such fine 
condition is absolutely unique. 

Attention may be called to the fact that this book in its various editions and 
translations was in actual practical use for at least 200 years. It would be difficult 
(with the possible exception of certain Greek and Latin grammars) to find a similar 
instance of the persistence of a work of a practical character through so many years.
